Xext  to  the 
sense  of  religious  dut}-  and  moral  feelings  I  hardly  know  what  should 
bear  with  stronger  obligation  on  a  liberal  and  enlightened  mind, 
than  a  consciousness  of  an  alliance  with  excellence  which  is  de- 
parted, and  a  consciousness,  too,  that  in  its  acts  and  conduct,  and 
even  in  its  sentiments  and  thoughts,  it  may  be  actively  operative  on 
the  happiness  of  those  that  come  after  it.

The  above  is  tlie  autlientic  record  of  John  Jipson's  war  ser- 
vice. There  are  other  records  of  men  named  John  Jipson,  but  as 
no  residences  are  given  for  some,  and  otlicrs  conflict  in  regard  to 
dates  of  service,  we  mu-t  conclude  that  tlie  above  are  the  onl}' 
positively  anther. tic  recrrds.  Ihere  i>  a  famil}-  tradition  which  is 
probalih'  corrcc^  that  Joh  i  and  Joseph  Jij'Son,  were  memiber?  of 
Benedict  Arnold's  Ouebec  expedition.  The  terrible  experiences  of 
that  homeward  march  in  midwinter  with  scanty  clotliing  and  star\a- 
tiori  rations  has  been  told  to  the  descendants  of  John  Jipson  i.iv  his 
sons  au'l  i'^  undoubtedly  authentic,  but  no  written  records  can  be 
found.

Soon  after  h.is  marri"g'.\  C}ral  Jipson  went  to  Winfield, 
FTerkiiner  County.  Xew  V<:)r!c.  b'U  in  1828  returned  ti  ■  the  old 
family  h_ime  at  Coshen,  Massac!. userts.  In  183.S  he  moved  his 
famil}-  to  Niagara  Cou;^t}',  Xew  Y(  rk.  which  was  heavily  timbered, 
and  such  a  small  amount  of  cultivated  lan.d  that  it  was  rather  hard 
to  make  a  living.  In  1852  the  family  removed  to  Mooreville,  Mon- 
roe County,  Michigan.  Mere  it  met  with  many  sad  reverses : 
Cvral,  Jr.,  died  in  1856. 
Clark,   died  July  4,    1857. 

P)Oth  sons  evidently  died  of  tuberculosis.  At  that  time  their 
vitality  was  weakened  to  such  an  extent  by  malaria,  \\diich  was 
prevalent  in  that  part  of  Micb.igan,  that  they  were  easily  overcome 
by  phthisis.

In  tl.cse  r'ays  the  ctjldder  came  to  the  hou-^e  everv  autumi.  set 
up  his  bench,  in  a  corner  of  th.e  main  living  r()(:;in  and  made  the 
shoes  for  the  entire  famil}-.  As  he  was  often  delate  1  until  late 
in  the  fall  the  childrei  v/ere  fre([ueaily  comj^clled  to  do  without 
slices  for  a  moiuh  or  two  urtil  December.  An  i^itere-ting  item 
f«:amd  in  an  old  lediger  in  Go>hen.  dated  17S7,  is  leather  for  a  pair  of 
shoes,  charged  to  John  Jipson.  in  English  Currency,  and  amount> 
to  the  enormous  sum  of  ore  shdlling  and  one  penny.  Xot  far  from 
the  old  farm  lived  two  maiden  ladies  wlio  made  all  the  straw  hats 
for  the  men  anil  h(,)ys  of  the  neighborhood. 

The  clothing  in  tliose  times  was  nearly  all  home  spun,  the 
spinning  wheel  being  a  necessary  article  in  all  houses. 

After  the  famil}-  removed  to  Xiagara  Count}-.  Xew  York,  a 
railroad  was  built  near  their  h.ouse.  the  rails  were  made  of  wood 
and  covered  with  strap  iron,  occasionally  a  loose  end  of  the  cover- 
ing would  work  its  way  through  tlie  floor  of  one  of  th.e  coaches 
and  cause  consternation  amo:ig  the  passengers.  The  small  l)0}-s 
of  the  neighborhood  would  oftcii  pile  large  stones  on  the  track, 
but  the  engineer  could  always  stop  the  train  in  time  to  prevent  an 
accident,  and  the  train  crew  would  remove  the  stones  and  then 
proceed  on  their  j':)urnc}'. 

Many  wild  animals  roamed  the  forests  in  Western  Xew  Yor!:. 
especially  panthers,  and  peonle  were  often  attacked  by  them.  The 
log  cabin  excitement  of  l-'^'-'O,  when  Harrison  was  elected  president 
can  be  well  described  by  him.  September  26,  1847.  he  married  Lucv 
Tane  Shaw,  who  was  born  i".  Yates,  Genessee  Countv.  Xew  York, 
March  29,  1829.  She  v,-as  t'^.e  daughter  of  Josiah  'Shaw.  Then- 
were  married  i'l  W'ilsoi,  Xiagara  County,  Xew  York.  Removed  to 
the  town  of  Exeter,  Green  Couiity,  Wisconsin,  in  1851.  Bought  a 
farm  near  Attica,  Wisconsin,  in  1867.  Livetl  there  until  1888, 
went  to  California  and  remained  there  but  a  slir)rt  time.  Returned, 
sold  the  old  farm,  and  went  to  Everly,  Iowa.  He  has  been  a 
consistent  meinber  of  the  Methodist  Church   for  over  thirty  years. 

He  was  compelled  to  endure  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  his 
wife  June  24.  1907,  who  had  been  a  sufferer  from  pulmonary  trou- 
bles for  years.  Slic  died  as  she  ha<l  lived  in  the  strong  faith  that 
had  ever  sustained  her.     \\  hat  is  our  loss  is  her  gain.
